New 2c stamp to be issued first 
day at Washington, D. C. on 
January 14th. 


Foremost Authority On 
Auction Prices Dies At 
St. Pefersburg, Florida 





Dr. Warren L. Babcock, whose 
name is familiar to ali readers of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News for 
his able comments and information 
on Auction prices, died from 
heart trouble at St. Petersburg, 
Florida on Sunday morning De- 
cember 27th. 

For several weeks past Dr. 
Babcock has been in poor health, 
having suffered from a stroke sev- 
eral weeks ago. His work on the 
Auction prices was temporarily 
suspended and was only recent- 
ly resumed again after’ taking up 
his usual winter residence in 
Florida where he has gone for 
several years past. His work in 
compiling Auction prices was a 
labor of love and he has perhaps 
one of the finest files and records 
on Auction Prices available in 
America. 

The work which he has been 
doing .will be greatly missed and 
we know of no one who will be 
able to fill his place in this res- 
pect. 

Dr. Warren L. Babcock, was 
for 34 years director of Grace 
Hospital, and present treasurer of 
the board of directors. He was 
69 years old. 

Born in Eden, N. Y., March 14, 
1873, Dr. Babcock graduated from 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, Baltimore, Md., and after 
serving as a surgeon at the Og- 
densburg (N. Y.) Hospital for 
the Insane and the Old Soldiers 
Home at Bath, N. Y., for several 
years, came to Detroit in 1904 to 
assume directorship of the hospi- 
tal. 

Accompanied by his wife, Helen 
he went to his home in St. Peters- 
burg two weeks ago to recuper- 
ate from a_ six-week’s _ illness. 
Their home in Detroit is at 18964 
Birchcrest, 

His personal stamp collection 
was an excellent one and he has 
dabbled in stamps as a dealer in 
the past few years, principally be- 
cause he enjoyed the contacts he 
had from such activity. 

His handling of the stamps of 
the estate of the late E. E. Par- 
ker of Bethlehem, Pa., was his 
biggest undertaking. 

He resigned from his director- 
ship at Grace Hospital in June, 
1937, and accepted the position of 
treasurer of the board. He was 
treasurer of the Michigan Hospit- 
al association; past president of 
the Wayne County Medical So- 
ciety; past president of the De- 
troit Philatelic Society, and a 
member of the St. Petersburg 
Yacht Club. 

He served overseas for two 
years during the First World War

Perry Stamp Club, He was a for- 
mer president of the latter club 
in years of membership its 
longest active member.

The date of the announcement 
for this new 2c stamp was De- 
cember 22, All newspaper columns 
and all information coming from 
Washington correspondents im- 
mediately prior to this date show- 
ed positively no sign of the im- 
pending announcement. It is true 
that columnists had been predict= 
ing a new stamp or stamps soon, 
but that had been going on for 
weeks, or months past and meant 
nothing. The final announcement 
being as startling as though whole 
ly unexpecied. 

While the announcements from 
the postoffice department make 
no mention of a rew 1c stamp 
which will replace the current 1c 
Defense stamp, thus washing up 
this set completely. Mr. Kent B. 
Stiles in his column in the New 
York Times does say that such a 
new stamp will come soon and 
that the design has been selected. 
If this is correct and we have no 
reason to believe otherwise, why 
can not Postmaster General Wale

Among our Physicians there is a code of honor sealed by an oath 
which protects their patients who must confide in them. The eatholic 
people make confession to ease their soul, your lawyer is likewise 
bound by the ethics of his profession to keep your confidential con- 
versations with him.

event of necessity, Any other unsigned letters will go into our waste 
paper basket for the anonymous letter writer, no matter what his 
motive is a spineless example of the species that would best be ex- 
terminated. One who has not the backbone to stand by his expressed 
opinion had best not express that opinion. 

The above thoughts are brought out by receipt cf another letter 
having to do with internal matters in the Garfield-Perry Stamp Club 
of Cleveland. The writer tries to tell us some things which he thinks 
have a bearing on just why Don Martin was not nominated to the

Postage”, It was mailed from a 
temporary post office meter. Carl 
Polite of Detroit mailed a Christ- 
mas post card in the Highland 
Park mailomat Thank you all for 
these fine cards, 


It is early to krcw how many 
temporary P. ©. meters were in 
use this Christmas, but Mr. Ben- 
dig has sent four tapes from me- 
ters 108554, 109307, 109444 and 
109428 which he secured at Pitts- 
burgh. There were no additional 
meters at the Hartford post office 
although the clerks announced 
cheerfully they liked them and 
could have used them, 


The Departmentai permits are 
showing up outside of Washington 
with No. 45 frora Federal Security 
Board in Baltimore and the new 
JW type permit from U. S. Dept. 
of the Interior, Bureau of Mines 
in Pittsburgh. This is No. 1 and 
is made by National Postal Meter 
Company. Mr. Bendig_ reports 
No. 4 from Pa*terson Field, Fair- 
field, Ohio. Permit, No, 39 comes 
from War Dept. Finance Officer 
and has Newark, N. J. in the town 
circle. It is the fizst I have seen 
with the “Keep Em Flying” slo- 
gan with the three planes in the 
design. 


When the truck cwners regis- 
tered recently, the Office of De- 
fense Transportation sent them a 
certificate in a cover franked 
with Departmenta: Permit No. 1 
in black ink from Detroit, Mich- 
igan, If you know someone who 
has a truck, ask him for this 
cover as it is a nice cne. 


The Board of Economics War-| 
fare, Washington has a new can- 
cellation in blue ink. It is not a 
meter however. Washington, D. 
C. and date are in the post mark 
and Dept. Per. 49 in the triangle 
killer, Similar ecnes have been 
reported here previously. 

The War Dept. Office of Com. 
manding Officer in Jackson, Mis- 
sissippi uses meter 102427 for Air 
Mail. 


In unsealed mail going at 114¢ 
rate, the date . the town circle is 
not required, but sometimes it is 
there and crossed out. On KK 
type meter 107409 there is a wide 
block right through the town cir- 
cle which may be 4 new method 
of eliminating the date, On N. P. 
M meters the town circle is used 
on 1%c mail with date left out, 
but on meter 6227 there is no 
town circle at all, just the in- 
dicia and slogan. Have you seen 
them? 


Mr. John Penrrypacker of 
Philadelphia calls my attention 
to meter 58516 from /Youngs- 
town, Ohio in which taere is a 
period after Ohio. Can this be 
an error? 


It is often noted that meter 
slogans are similar to poster 
stamps or other forms of ad- 


vertising. There are attractive 
posters with message, “United 
We Conquor” and this also ap- 
pears on meter 57672 from New 
York. In some bus stations, I 
have noticed a poster reminding 
the traveling public to “Serve 
America Now so you can see 
America later” and this too is 
on meter 7489 from Cleveland. 
This is an idea for a tie up in 
making up exhibits as it adds 
color to a page and shows the 
part meter slogan: play in tell- 
ing the public.

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Belgians Hoard Small 
Coins To Keep The 
Metal From The Nazis 





How Belgians are _ diverting 
much German metal from arma- 
ments to coins by hoarding all 
their small change was revealed 
last week by the Belgian Informa- 
tion Center. When the Nazis oc- 
cupied Belgium, the center’s re- 
port stated, they immediately be- 
gan to drain the country of its 
silver, copper and nickel coins for 
the benefit of their war industry. 
The Belgian people, however, 
realizing this, proceeded to hoard 
their small coins, and all German 
appeals for them to be put back 
into circulation failed. 

To facilitate local trading trans- 
actions, the Germans were, there- 
fore, obliged to issue in Brussels 
a new zine coinage, consisting of 
5, 10 and 25-centime, one-franc 
and 5-frane pieces, in place of 
the hoarded money. 

In the last few months the mint- 
ing of these coins has reached the 
exteremely high figure of 210,- 
000,000 pieces, of a nominal value 
of about 300,000,000 francs. 

The new currency was minted 
as follows:: From the end of Au- 
gust 1941, to October 1942, 33,- 
180,000 five-centime pieces were 
struck, totaling 1,659,000 francs. 
Ten-centime pieces began to be 
made in July 1941, and have now 
reached a total of 45,000,000, rep- 
resenting a value of 4,675,000 
francs. 

Since April of his year, large 
quantities of 25 centime coins 
have been minted daily. They 
now total 16,400,000, and have a 
nominal value of 4,100,000 francs. 
One-franc pieces, to the number 
og 71,000,000, have been made 
since October 1941. The minting 
of 5-franc coins in zinc began at 
the end of April 1941, and ceased 
on October 17 of the same year, 
according to the report. 

It is estimated that 600,000 coins 
are struck each day, but large 
numbers of these new coins are 
hoarded in their turn,

In the study of U. S. Freaks 
and Oddities there are many var- 
ieties which are recurrent. That 
is to say, you run across them on 
many different issues and stamps. 
One of these groups is known as 
the “gutter-snipe’’ family. This 
variety. occurs when adjoining 
panes of stamps are not cut apart 
in the center of the gutter which 
runs between the panes of stamps. 
As a result of this faulty separa- 
tion of the panes in the _ full 
sheets of stamps, we find various 
oddities. The most common and 
least valuable is one in which 
just a slight piece of the adjoining 
stamp is shown with the full gut- 
ter between intact. Naturally, the 
greater the part of the adjoining 
stamp which shows beyond the 
Gutter, the more valuable the 
item. 

Recently, a sheet of 100 of the 
30c Roosevelt of the Presidential 
Series was found with the en- 
tire gutter showing at the left side 
of the pane, and ~ext to the gut- 
ter a vertical strip of 10 com- 
plete stamps from the adjoining 
pane at the left. Thus, you could 
very well say that this was a sheet 
of 110 stamps—really an interest- 
ing piece. It was sold for $100 
to a collector in Chicago. 

Varieties like these don’t hap- 
pen along every day, and there- 
fore command very high prices. 
However the _ smaller snipes 
which show small portions of 
stamps from the adjoining pane 
can be located in most Post Of- 
fices if you really watch out for 
them. 

The following items are known 
to exist with a complete row of 
stamps on the other side of the 
gutter; 14c Hale, 142c Harding, 3c 
Stuart-Washington, and 6c Gar- 
field, all of the 1922 series. Of 
these, the 3c Stuart is a sheet of 
120 stamps, showing two com- 
plete additional rows of stamps. 
In the Presidential Series we find 
the 8c Jefferson and the afore- 
Mentioned 30c Roosevelt existing 
in sheets of 110 stamps. 

Concerning the sheet of 110 of 
the %4c Hale, I met the owner of 
this: sheet at some gathering re- 
cently and this is his story. He 
found the item several years 
ago, and when some well known 
Philadelphia dealer learned about 
it, he hastened to offer the own- 
et of the sheet $500 for the od- 
dity. The owner refused to sell, 
and still has this unusual item. I 
doubt if he will ever get another 
offer like the one he rejected. This 
Story corroborates that oft men- 
tioned adage—an article is worth 
What you can get for it.

These studies often go into 
explanatory detail so that it is 
very easy to study and learn 
quickly all the discoveries made 
on those particular stamps, post- 
marks, and postal stationery. A 
scrap book can be used to ar- 
range your clippings in proper 
order to supplement a catalog or 
handbook. Should you desire to 
keep the whole copy of the mag. 
azine, an expanding envelope can 
house all your various magazine 
issues on each subject with a sin- 
gle page index recordi:.g what is 
in each magazine that you have 
in that particular envelope on 
your special subject. You have 
your index for quick reference 
at all times.

CATALOGUE OPINION

Dear sir: In the current issue of 
the Weekly (a good stamp paper) 
I find what I interpret as a mild 
complaint against Scott’s Standard 
Catalokue for going too in 
specialization. There is no great 
harm in this discussion, and it 
may be a good thing. But, just to 
keep the discussion balanced, a 
few who think so ought to be will- 
ing to say how very useful and 
economical the Standard Catalo- 
gue is to us “90%” ordinary col- 
lectors. The listing of varieties 
in smaller type with a designating 
lower case letter does not interest 
us at all, but neither doés it 
bother. us. If by omitting these 
varieties the cost of the catalogue 
could be reduced fifty cents, it 
might be acceptable to most of us. 
But it is doubtful if that much 
saving could be made; and less 
price reduction than that would 
have little meaning. After all, so 
long as these varieties have a 
market recognftion and_ special 
price, perhaps most of us amateur 
collectors would like to have a 
tip on it without buying another 
more specialized catalogue. 
course, one might wonder how 
much market recognition they 
would have without catalogue 
listing. But that is just extending 
the argument. I do not like the 
two-volume catalogue nor. the 
close binding at the inner margin. 
Why not increase the size of the 
page, which has been done before?

Mail To Pacific Forces 
Heavy In San Francisco 





San Francisco—Next to New 
York, San Francisco is now the 
most important postoffice in the 
United States from the standpoint 
of mail handled for the Armed 
Forces. 

It handles 90% of all mail des- 
tined for or originating from Army 
and Navy establishments in the 
Pacific. 

Incoming first class mail at 
San Francisco is running at more 
than double the volume at this 
time one year ago. The increase 
for the first 138 days of December 
is 109%, or 18,972,300 inbound 
pieces handled du-ing the 1942 
period as compared with 9,070,500 
handled during the same 13 days 
in 1941, 

While about 10 per cent of 
overseas mail from the Pacific 
Coast is routed through Seattle 
and San Pedro, concentration of 
Army post-office and TransPacific 
shipping and airmail facilities at 
San Francisco has resulted in a 
meteoric rise in mail and parcel 
post handled at this port. Only ex- 
cellent cooperation by the Army 
and Navy has enabled the local 
postal authorities to cope with the 
problem; at present there are more 
than 200 army trucks alone em- 
ployed in handling mail. 

Incidentally, women mail truck 
drivers and collectors have made 
their appearance in San Francis- 
co and to date are reported to 
have worked out - satisfactorily. 
(Extensively employed by the 
telegraph companies, women are 
not as yet know to have been em- 
ployed for deliveries.) 

While increase in incoming first 
class mail holds the spotlight, in- 
bound parcel post in both San 
Francisco and Los Angeles also 
shows very heavy gains. In Los 
Angeles, incoming parcel post for 
the first 13 days of December 1942 
amounted to 66,480 sacks, up 86% 
over the same period in 1941. In 
San Francisco incoming parcel 
post for the same 1942 period was 
75,005 sacks, an increase of 5214 % 
from a year ago. 

Outbound parcel post in Los 
Angeles showed a 21% increase, 
while San Frenciso’s increase in 
this category wos 24%.
